Classes Open at Army Air Base | 


New Enrollment 
Increased By 
Army Classes 


Santa Ana Jpnior college has 
set up regular class work for the 
“permanent party personnel” at 
the Santa Ana Army Air Base, 
according to Capt. Lewis W. Jar- 
man, the station’s educational 
officer. Eleven classes running for 
six weeks in regular accredited 
college work have been established 
and two classes giving high school 
credit under the Adult Education 
department of the Santa Ana 
schools. 


The classes meet-at night, from 
6:30 to 8:30 on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays. Purely experimental, 
the new military classes will be ex- 
panded if successful. Most of the 
instructors are members of the 
regular teaching staff. So far ten 
per cent of the permanent per- 
sonnel of the base are enrolled, 
about two hundred in college and 
high school classes. 

Among the subjects offered are 


listed the following: American 
history, bookkeeping, business law, 
English composition, French, 


mathematics, psychology, Spanish, 
typing, beginning, intermediate, 
and advanced. 

There is no tuition for any of 
the classes. Students may transfer 
their credit to -other institutions 
of higher learning or may use the 
credit earned in completing work 
for graduation in junior college.

Lieut Charlotte 
Sanders of Kosciusko, Miss, a 


nurse, Lieut. Gary E. Tirner, Au- 
gusta, Ga., of the medical staff, 
2nd.

Douglas, Ga., a nurse; Pvt. George 
Michalenko of San _ Francisco, 
Corp. Stuart MacAlevy of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., Capt. Jarman; one 
of the American soldiers who in- 
vaded Normandy on D day and 
spent the next seven months in 
France. 

Of the regular day faculty Mrs.
